continuing to dump the slag in that 
vicinity. 


Says Many Aroused. 


He stated that the entire communi- 


'ly is up in arms and that he knew 
of 
at least ten 
citizens who were 


ready to sign a petition to have the 
substance irom the mine declared a 


nuisance. 
He stated that sometimes 


in the evening the smoke hangs like 
a pall over the whole region within 
a mile of the mine and so thickly 
that two people a few feet apart can 
scarcely distinguish one another. He 
stated that if a room in a house is 
left closed up over night, the air be- 
comes so filled with the sulphuious 
gasses 
that it is very 
difficult to 


stand it.

The fifth point was stated in the 


form of this question: "From where 
muni be measured the three marine 
mlk-K of any of the coasts, bays 
creeks or harbors referred to in artl 
cle l of the American-British treaty 
of 1818?" 


Gain* Valuable Concessions. 


United States 
: fishermen claimed 


the right to take (he measure from 
any part, of the British North Ameri- 
can shore and, therefore, the liberty 
to fish In the middle of any Canadian 
bay or 'estuary having a 
radius of 


more than three miles. The British 
contention was that, the limit should 
be measured from an imaginary line 
connecting thn headlands. The peace
